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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's 
Prior Art (APA hereinafter, Figures 1-6) in view of Nakahara et al (US 5982470). 

APA discloses all except for gate dummy patterns and data dummy pattems. 

Nakahara discloses the use dummy pattems within the same context as Applicant's 
claimed invention yield advantages such as uniform thickness of the seal on four sides, a 
difference in brightness between a central portion and portion in a vicinity of the seal in the display 
region can be eliminated. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to employ such dummy pattems for achieving advantages such as uniform thickness of the seal on 
four sides, a difference in brightness between a central portion and portion in a vicinity of the seal 
in the display region can be eliminated. 

Per claims 2-3,6-7, 10, 11, 14-15, 18-19 and 22-23, it would have been ar/^dz^r obvious 
to one of ordinary skill to manufacture employing same steps or/and same materials for achieving 
several common reasons in the art such as cost-reduction(effective). 
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3. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's 
Prior Art (APA hereinafter, Figures 1-6) in view of Hayakawa et al (US 6172732). 

APA discloses all except for gate dummy pattems and data dummy patterns. 

Hayakawa discloses the use dummy pattems within the same context as Applicant's 
claimed invention yield advantages such as an unevenness of liquid crystal cell gap is improved. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to employ such dummy 
pattems for achieving advantages such as an unevenness of liquid crystal cell gap is improved. 

Per claims 2-3, 6-7, 10, 1 1, 14-15, 18-19 and 22-23, see detailed explanations above.
